BUILDING- HARD ROADS. 


Encouraging Progress of the Wor 


in Edgar County. 


The publio ia not generally aware 


what has been done in Edgar connty i 
the way of improved roads. The town 
ship of Pans has thirty-two miles o 
gravel roads. If, has nine miles vote 
that are not yet constructed, and ha 
voted nine miles more, making fift 
miles of gravel roads in the township o 
Paris. One dollar on [each hundred 
valuation is voted each year for the con 
strnction of these roads. Hunter town 
ship has five miles constructed and fiv 
miles voted that is not yet constructed 
The township of Sims has one mile con 
etmoted and has voted on six miles more 
The township of Grandview has voted on 
eii miles. This shows how the peopl 
appreciate gravel roads where they have 
tested them and know their worth. Tin 
road-bed should be drained and the roac 
well piled np so that the water which 
falls upon it will run off readily. Ex 
Senator E. Van Seller, of Edgar connty 
a man of excellent judgment, eays thai 
when these roads are properly construct 
ed, he tLmke $15 a mile annually wil 
keep them in good condition.

The Kankakee Gazette has the follow-

The time for the employment of teach- 


ers for spring schools ia the rural districts 
ia at hand. We have heard of two or 
three districts whose boards of directors 
hav» refused to re-employ the teachers of 
the winter schools for the spring term on 
account of the refusal of the teachers to 
have their wages reduced. This parsi- 
mony on the part of the directors is very 
ehort-sighted economy, The teacher who 
has a thorough knowledge of the school 
and its needs; who has mastered the 
problem of government as applied to the 
school; who has succeeded in arousing an 
incentive to study on the part of the 
pupils, is worth 810 a month more to the 
district than a new teacher of equal abil- 
ity. In those counties of Illinois where 
the interests of the rural schools are the 
most advanced, this constant changing 
of teachers is a custom of the past. In a 
good many districts the same teachers 
has been re-employed for several years, 
for the terms of nine months each. One 
of the chief reasons why the village and 
city schools do better work than the 
country schools is that the same teachers 
are re-employed from year to year. Let 
the boards of Jdireptors of the rural 
schools give this subject careful attention

The Reductions and Increaae ol Duty « 


the Various Schedules Compare! 


with Existing Law— 


The Free Lilt. 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—The new 


tariff bill was submitted to the full 
ways and means committee this morn- 
in# and passed upon by the committee. 
The minority were given ten days to 
prepare amendments in committee and 
to prepare their views on the bill. It Is 
estimated that the bill makes a total 
annual reduction In the revenues of 
about 850,000,000. The sugar and to- 
bacco schedules are greatly changed. 
The duty on the former ia greatly re- 
duced. 
Under the sugar schedule the 


standard is changed from No. 18 to No. 
1C. It ia provided that all sugars above 
Js'o 11 Dutch standard In color, alto all 
tank bottoms, sugar draining! and sufar 
(,iveapings, «rupa of cans julos or of btet 
juica, melada, concentrated mel&da, and 
concrete and conoentrated molasses, 
shall pay a duty of 35 per cant, ad 
valorem, instead of a specific duty aa 
under existing law. All sugars above 
Is'o. 16 Dutch standard are placed at 
40 per cent, ad valorem. The' existing 
law provides that these sugars shall 
pay duty at the rate of 2% cents and 
S cents per pound. 


MolassBS testing above 56 degrees is 


made dutiable at 25 per cent, change 
from the specific duty of eight cents 
per gallon. Ills also provided that If 
an export duty shall hereafter be laid 
upon sugar or molasses by any country 
whence It Is imported, It stall be sub- 
ject to duty as provided by the present 
tariif law.

gress, and by the addition of nickel ore, 
certain works of art such as paintings 
and statuary by foreign artists; also 
books and pamphlets printed exclu- 
sively in other than the English lan- 
guage. Raw silk is left on the free list, 
and a bounty is to be paid to producers 
in this country. 
A bounty of 7 cents

A very ugly fire raged for awhile this 


forenoon between 9 and 10 o'clock in the 
back room of J. B. Bullard'a undertaking 
establishment in the south room in Ma- 
aonio Temple Block and damage to the 
building aggregating 82000 was done. 
At the time the fire started Mr. Bollard, 
Charles Honsnm, jr., Charles Dixon and 
Bert Crane were seated near the drum 
stove in the back room. 
Young Crane 


was smoking a cigarette and he pulled 
out a match to light it. He dropped the 
burning match on the floor close to a 
bale of excelsior used in trimming coffins 
and instantly the excelsior took fire and 
burnt like so much powder, igniting the 
tinder like shelving above it and causing 
a wicked fire which threatened the des- 
truction of the costly block. 
The alarm 


was Bent in from two telephones and as 
speedily as possible the fire department 
arrived. In the meantime Mr. Bullard 
and his men fought the fire as best they 
could until the heat and smoks drove 
them out of the room. 
Just then the 


firemen appeared and battled wisely and 
victoriously with the fire, though not un- 
til considerable damage was done to the 
stock and building. The wooden ceiling 
was badly charred at the rear and the 
heat cracked all of the plate glass in the 
front, while il also charred the paint and 
varnish of the furniture cases and other 
contents of the front and rear rooms. 
There were about 15 new caskets in the 
back room in wooden cases. 
They were 


standing on end and had not been un- 
packed as they were received yesterday. 
The casings are scorched but it is not be- 
lieved that the caskets are injured. Var- 
ious articles in the rear room were whol- 
ly damaged and it is thought the heat 
has tarnished the hardware goods. 
The 


insurance on the stock is 81500, with Le- 
forgee & Son, and it will doubtless cover 
the loss. 


The principal damage to the building 


is to the front and the ceiling. 
The 


building is owned by Geo. D. Haworth 
and K. H. Roby. Fully insured. Before 
leaving Fire Marshal Foster made a, close 
inspection of the premises to see that 
there waa no further danger from fire 
and Mr. Bullard was left in sole charge 
with a large number of curious and sym- 
pathizing friends in the room, to specu- 
late on what might have been and tell 
yarns on the exciting incidents of the fire. 
The entire fire department was at the 
scene and did very efficient work.

Til* Secret of Barm' Reappearance After 


H. Bad Bwn Mourned For bj Hi* Bc*t 
Oirl—The Doctor »nd Mmtilda Overshoot 
the Hark. 


About eight years ago a man living in 


Pecatonica, Ills., who may be called 
Bnrns for short, insured his life in the 
Provident Saving-8 Life Assurance com- 
pany of New York for $8,000. He made 
the policy payable to a young lady for 
whom he had developed a singular de- 
gree of fondness, but had never married. 
Shortly afterward he took out an addi- 
tional $4,000 policy in another company, 
and proceeded thereafter about his regu- 
lar business. He was in good health, and 
one day in December he went to the river 
for a season of skating, declining any 
company. He went skimming over the 
smooth surface of the river till he reached 
a point three miles from town, where he 
passed a group of men loading wood, 
shouted a greeting to them, and passed 
out of sight. They recognised him, and 
remarked on his grace as a skater, but 
they never saw him again. 


A CLEAR CASE. 


Burns never came back to town. His 


Pecatonica friends never saw him again 
and nis loss was mourned bitterly. 
In a 


day or two a group of boys came up from 
the country along the river, four miles 
from town, and said they saw a man 
whose description answered that of Burns 
come skating toward them the morning 
of his disappearance while they were at- 
tending to some muskrat traps; tliat lie 
was performing some marvelous gyra- 
tions and that lie suddenly disappeared 
in an opening in the ice. 
Burns' friends 


found tlie marka of his skates from the 
very point where lie hud put them on 
down to within 200 yards of where tlie 
youthful trappers had treed a muskrat. 
Here they found a hole about ten fott 
across, formed by a spring, w hich pre- 
vented the water from freezing.

"I was," he replied. 
"Is he living?" 
"He is." 
"How do you know?" 
"Because 1 am looking right at him 


now]" 


Win' BUKNS TUENED UP. 


All eyes followed the barber's keen 


glance. Judge, jury, lawyers, witnesses, 
every boy rose up and gazed in horrified 
interest at an apparition near the door. 
There stood John Burns sound and well. 
The barber was discharged and he took 
the stand. His identification was in- 
stantaneous, 
complete, 
unquestioned. 


Even .Matilda broke down and wept, 
though something more than joy at see- 
ing him may have moved her. The doc- 
tor grew white and red and whito again, 
then fainted outright. 


Burns told his story. He and the girl 


and the doctor formed the scheme to get 
$10,000 from the insurance companies. 
He was young and careless, and willing 
to take some risks. The doctor was to 
take $2,000, the girl $2,000, and he was 
to have the balance. 
Then he was to 


marry Matilda, and with her leave the 
country. He passed the wood haulers 
on the ice, and almost immediately after 
took oil his skates, went ashore and 
struck off through the woods, which 
were bare of snow, and got a train at a 
station ten miles from home, and went 
to Chicago.

He sent 
them, but saved the letter, which was 
now produced in court, and in which the

Burns accidentally learned that Dr. 


Pills and Matilda were married, and he 
at once returned to Pecatonica. He said 
that lie would not have cared if his girl 
hadn't married, but her weakness and 
the doctor's evident treachery led them 
to overreach. 
The sequel was that the 


doctor spent two years in prison for his 
Bhare in the fraud. Burns got off lighter, 
and the woman was not prosecuted.
